Works which are greedily sought aft- 


er in one generation ore neglected in the 
next. Booksellers now rarely think it 
worth while to give the height of an 


ilzevir or to devote a note to an Aldus. 
:ho first editions of the classics, which 
n the days of our grandfathers were 
he collector's chief pride, are now fall- 
en from their high estate. I have bought 
recently for 80 shillings a fine copy of 
be first edition of Aristophanes, Aldus, 
.498, 
in a handsome binding, with 


gauffered edges, which in the first half 
if thu century brought prices ranging 
rom ISO francs to 425 franca I could 
nstance other similar cases of decline 
and fancy I can see symptoms of giving 
way in those books which the modern 
collector most affects. 


In Paris, indeed, a "rot" has set in 


aa regards modern works. Yet the best 
books in good examples steadily mount 
n price. First folio Sbakespeares, con- 
cerning which a discussion IB being con- 
ducted in Notes and Queries, are far 
commoner books than is generally 
:hougbt. The "boom" in them was 
started by Lilly of New street, W. O., 
who showed me rows of first folios 
which he never allowed to be sold under 
a certain price. These now bring large 
sums, and the tendency is and probably 
will be upward. In early poetry gen- 
erally the prices, once thought very 
ugh, of the "Bibhotheca Acglo-Poet- 
ica" are now often surpassed. Booksell- 
ers of the better class tell me that there 
is a steady demand for good books.—

Until the mveetiga 
tion la completed it will not be defi- 
nitely ascertained whether the Muiue 
explosion w«8 from internal or exter- 
nal causes.

fects in her design,

three feet more water forwaid than she 
did aft.

arrangements 
It should not be diffi 


cult for divers to ascertain whethei the 
side or bottom of the vessel was blown 
in by a mme or torpedo in the narbor 
or blown oat by an explosion inside 
the vessel 
Congress has appropri- 


ated $2UO,000 to raise the vessel 
If 


this is done it can be readily ascer- 
tained wnerher a torpedo in the harbor 
or dynamite or po^Jer on the ship 
caused the explosion.

S'r Henry Donlton. 


Sir Henry Donlton, \vbo was born in 
'anxhall Walk in 1820, practically 
pent his life in Lambeth; vjherniis 
ather established "his pottery in the 
ear of Waterloo, and he took an active 
art in the business from the old days 
t "chimney pots, drain pipes, ink and 
lacking bottles" until the firm became 
world famous for its art productions, 
n which, above all else, may bo men- 
;ioned its admirable ware based tipon 
he old Gjris de JTlandres and other 
ypes of old Flemish and German stone 
ware, whose soft, tender colorings are 
o restfnl and refined. It was always a 
>leasnre to Sir Henry to chat with any 
ne who was interested in old London 
—the London when Vanxhall was vir- 
tually in the country; when "^auxhall 
gardens, with their "10,000 extra 
igbts," were the resort of the Joa Sed- 
eys and the bucks of a generation 
ater, when the now densely popnlated 
ubnrb of Battersen was given up to 
market gardens and meadows and-was 
considered remote enough from London 
o be the scene of a dnel between the 
Dnke of Wellington and the Earl of 
Winchelsea in 1829. 


Sir Henry Donlton first made a name 


11 1861, when he practically revolution 
zed sanitary matters by introducing 
stoneware drain pipes, and be went en 
aaenmulahnpt honors and medals and 
in 1870 turned his attention to art pot- 
tery with equal success. As a man he 
was cultured, kindly, devoted to litera- 
;nre and art, and most charitable and 
sympathetic, and he will be immensely 
missed and moiirned in the great facto 
ry and the larger world outside, in 
which he was so widely known and nni 
versally liked.
